Henry Janes H. A. pradiiatc ol the 
IJnIvcrlslj- or Tornnio who is laUinK 
post graduate woi-k at McGIH deliver- 
ed the first paper on the topic. In 
l^diacussing' the vm-lons problems prc- 
^entô(î by the different nat onallties 
who resMr in Caiiad:<, Janes clainii'il 
that the Indian iincstlon had ceased to 
exist. Today the Indians in Cajiaila 
represent onl>' about one percent of 
■ the total population and live hi re- 
servations -under yovurnmcnt .supcr- 
\-is Ion . 

The pioneer stock of Canada canio 
from the very best peasent stock of 
Xorniand and other Frenoh coastal 
They weif hardy Nclllers and 
adviMituiiPUs exjilorors wlin niaiio 
very best typo of settler possible. .M 
iJie Ix'ginnin); of the nineteenth 
century with the coming of the Unit- 
ed Jimpire Loyalists the first s'f;n of 
racial disimles coniniencr>. The great 
majority of these eai-iy ]l:-iii;-h settlers 
wore of n, much lower g-r.ade than the 
French. The infiu.\ of this type of 
settler from Great Britain continued 
tOl albout the year ISRO, when the col- 
onial) Kovernmeni litïan makhifr re- 
presentations to the mother., couiiir.v 
and the flow of settlers became more 
select. The British are today the pre- 
dominant race In Canada, and there 
is no sip:n of any preat racial animosit- 
ies between them and the French 
Canad «n . 

The speaker declared that it was 
most vital that we have a strong 
Urilish pojjulation in ttie provinces 
which border on tlie L'nited .States, in 
the event of a jiossilile war between 
the two countries. 'J'his however 's 
hardly ever likely to arise, since the 
two countries are on the most cordial 
term.s with one another. This strong' 
British jioiJUlatioii would a;Ho t<nd to 
arrest any ailenipi at anne.xation. 
The foreign element which appear to 
be in the majorit.v in the Prairie 
Provinces do md api)c:ir to be .S!i 
u-verse t^. annexation as tiieir liriiiKh 
liieteJirn, "nd if tlie foi-elyn population 
« the J'ralries tends to incerase, this 
will constitute a real jjroWcm of 
Canadiiins as a whole. 

The Gerpans for the iriosl pait are 
ahrdy stolid citizens and do not con- 
stitute any problem to the lulure of 
Canada. As far as the Oriental danger 
is concered such a danger does no 
longer exist. The Oriental» who at 
one time constituted almost rnur'.cen 
percent of the populal>on of Iîrlt<;îh 
Columbia, are on the decline, and a 
Gentleman's Agreement with the 
Japanese Govt, limits the number of 
settlers who wish to be admitlcd to 
tlie Dominion, 'j'here is al.so a very 
strong Dutch and Scandanavlan ele- 
ment M the Western provinces, but 
these sctllcrH are most desirable, and 
•lulckly adapt thomselves to theli- 
environment. 

On the whole the peoples of South- 
ern JSurope do not take kindly to as- 
similation, and If they incrcaac -In 
nutnibers, they will be a seiious men- 
ace to the sal et}- of (,'a.nada. At pie- 
sent the rest o) tlie Canadian popula- 
tion olioose to ssnoro their existence 
•ItogetJher. This attitude . is (highly 
•oniinendable. TJic JJoukhuboi-s. the 
Mcnnonltei) and the valous <jiher Ru.i- 
slaîl sects do not constli uti- u menace 
at all, and they are only troublesome 
at times in their respective localltcs. 
Italian Races arc for tlie most pajrt un- 
desirable as tiettloru and they do not 
make any serious attempts at learn-, 
ing the Canadian traditions and cul- 
ture. The ITorcign éléments is rapidly 
liici easing in tljc west, and this Its 
due to tlie fact that fclioy are j)roparod 
to Work harder for those lands than 
are tilie CanadlaJis. 

"The vital problem confronting 
Cantida today is not racial" said JoJies 
"it is mainly immigration infi this 
country." The population of Spain 
and Italy are rapidly increasing, and 
since there is not enough room in

HEAT CONSERVATION 



Great Ice Continent Existing 
at North Pole is Favour- 
ed Theory 



That the Canadian climate may be 
moderated considerably was the opi- 
nion expressed yesterday by Dr. How- 
ard T. Barnes of the Phy.slcs Uepart- 
nienl. Dr. Barnes who delivered the 
third of It series of four lectures on 
Ice Engineering, dealt in his lecture 
with "The Conservation of Heat In 
Lakes and liivej-s". In opening the 
li-.-inre, \j<\ l^arnes dispelled the popu- 
]a:- ilUision that land exists .-It the 
-North Pole. All the signs show thai 
there is nothing tu confirm this state 
ment and ther is no longer any doubt 
in the minds of all Polar explorers 
that nuiliin^' l/ui .-i vast continent of 
lee .sun-onnds ii]c- region at the top of 
the world. 

The meiliod.") b.v which the natural 
heat of the earth may be maintained 
were then discussed, 'i'here Is no 
doubt that the ' earth as it revolves 
around tlie sun is trradijally warming 
up. 'Vhia .'sphere Is getting just a 
little mure heat frum the sun than It 
Is giving' off. However, the differ- 
ence is so small that It need barely be 
considered. AValer Is the greatest 
absorber of the. sun's heal. It ab 
surbs approximately ninety-six |ier- 
cent of the sun's radiation. The 
greater portion of this is absorbed by 
the water on the surfîtce, while the 
lower Ktrulîie receive very little. When 
ilie auu set.s in the evening the sur- 
face gradually loses the heat absorb- 
ed during the day and if there hap- 
pens tv be a snow storm, the entire 
heat is lost and a thin coat of Ice 
foi'ms on tlie Hijrfai;e. 

Dr. Hai nes pointed oui that the air 
lias vei-y liiUe to do With the ice for- 
mations on a body of water. The pre-

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"Mentiil Factors contributing 
world-mindodnesH" was the topic 
Dr. Ernest Thomas nl tJio first anect- 
Ing of- the Soclologlcil Society hold 
last night In the ArtK building. Stnl- 
Ing that culture and security does not 
depend upon polltlcnl .separation, ho 
discussed the passions and conflicts 
of w.-ir which ho snid tended to form 
prejudices. 

After emphasizing the need of a 
knowledge of foreign veliitlons, - ho 
state<l that a lai-pre part of the popu- 
lation of C.-inada uero Ignonint of In- 
ternational matters and to give the 
liest to one's community. It Is nccessiiry 
to know and understand foreign re- 
lations. He advised everyone to give 
at IcLvt one hour to serious reading of 
Internationai afftiirs u»d then ended 
his lecture by asking everyone to 
maintain a sympathetic understanding 
of other people. 

After th« address, Jlr. Dawson spoke 
on sectionalism In Canada. Ho stated 
that secllonalisni was bound to exist 
in this country even though each sec- 
tion was represented In Parliament 
and presented a semblcncc of unity.

They would thus be enabled to 
understand the Impulses of .thcsc 
future CiLUadlan atatemiien. when thoy 
were settled In their native land. He 
[lolnted «ut. also, that patriotism to 
one's country . was considerably 
strengthened when one bad .-i. know 
ledge of the Inborn national traits of 
fordlgn countries. 

Mr. Halstead w.-irned the students 
that there were many prejudices pre- 
valent In Canada against Americans 
and that It was their duty to do their 
utmost to counteract them: that they 
were American citizens and that he 
looked to them to uphold the good 
name of the United States, as any In- 
discretions on their past would be 
looked upon as typical of Americans 
In this Instance, he advised them 
emphatically, to appreciate their 
liberty without indulging in excesses. 
And finally, he told - them that great 
benefit was obtained by perusing the 
local newiflpapers, seeking out, parti- 
cularly, speeches made by promin 
cnt Canadians, before clubs and var- 
ious gatherings of that- sort. - -

■Various people calloil critics anil 
politicians arc in the habit if using 
the vaporings of Canadian Authors 
a« an intoxicating species of grape 
and the rest of the gullible Dominion 
ilea as a wine press. The result has 
been the creation of a flimsy nebula 
known as Canadian Literature 
. Now there is Just a possibility that 
a' heart may exist in the coiitcr of this 
nebula. AVe really believe one doe-s, 
but live in conslnnl fear lest it die 
of fatty defrenoration. For this liter 
ary heart is so soaked In the sweet 
juice of critical prunes that, but for 
occasional squeeze by someone who 
~ understands its working, it would 
surely cease from acute indigestion.' 

Such a one is Fred .Tacob, literary 
and dramatic ■ editor of the Toronto 
i(ail ^and Kmpire and for 20 years a 
keen observer of the main currents of 
literature in Canada. In an address 
iln . Montreal recently Mr. Jacob was 
enough and kind enough to tell 
^Canadian literati just how bad they 
rcre. And one of the principal reasons 
accounting for their ignorance of the 
fact lay in the panegyrics of Cana- 
dian reviewers. Most sane minded 
people will recognize this. 

Obviously the literature of a young 
country needs encouragement, but it 
truth Is the chief end of writing there 
f^iB no use inspecting a nation on a false 
.liypothesis In order to develop its ta- 
lent. 

A case in point is the literature re- 
lating to Freeh Canadians. The farm - 
ers of Quebec, while a sober and thrif- 
ty lot, are far from measuring up to 
an ideal peasantry. But have they 
^ever been described as anything else? 
:,iiW'llliam Henry Drummond -drew a 
beautiful picture of them, but in com- 
mon ■with many others he also gave it 

■ a glossy finish. He photographed the 
lilacs and the pussy-willows that 
flanked the old Habitant's garden gate 

, .and conveniently left for aome one else 
.=ihe universal ignorance and lack of 
fittnitatlon which distinguished the 
J farmer and his homestead. Sir Walter 
^^Scîo;tt' and his novels are somewhat an- 
' alagous. -In this brilliant panorama 
of pre-Ellzabethan England the true 
bestial ferocity of the time hardly finds 
a place, while actually it was this very 
iron ring of vices that outshone the 
richest trappings and bejewelled ar- 
mor of Its celebrated chivalry. 
, '.t .Thus we salute the men who en- 
dea'voT to dissipate the gushing adula- 
tion that attends the procuiion of any 
Canadian work which seems to be 
above the average. The purest and 
finest gold suffers a beating of ham- 
mers before It assumes Us final fas- 
^!;'clnatlng character. And so with the 
Éiiltérature of Canada. If it is not fed 
livJts Infancy with franluiess and 
truth, It is futile to expect tliat In 
later years the Dominion will have 
great art, distinguished by vigor, 
strength and beauty.

Plea For Campus 
Democracy 



(Tha Naw Student), 

"Most of our so-called education is 
not education but simply \rnining in 
hoary and llmo-hnllowcd habits of 
thouKli. Independent Judgment Is 
not aimed at ns much as conformity 
to accepted rimttorns^^Fircslimcn who 
thrill at IninmiiciVt voyages In strange 
seas of thought alone would be dis- 
turbed at the claboroato academic 
precautions to pilot them safely Into 
the proper and recognized harbors 
These reflections, so platitudinous to 
the sophisticated, nra extremely per 
tincnt to most of the four hundred 
odd colleges opening their doors 
those days. 

Unfortunately American education 
has always been m.alleablo to narrow 
extra-college groups seeking to in- 
doctrinate the future lenders of society 
with their pet orthodoxies. In colo- 
nial America, when the clergy were 
all-powerful, thefretlonl knowledge 
was organized, ns 'S'eblen has said, 
"for the Glory of God and the Good 
of Man." Later, in Revolution.ary 
days, there appeared a native aristo- 
cracy, self-styled the "rich and well- 
born". The colleges were monopoliz- 
ed by this class which dictated edu- 
cational policy. 'Wilh the successive 
sweeps of Jeffcrsonian and Jackson- 
Ian democracy the college-bred aris- 
tocracy lost Its hold on political in- 
stitution. And finally when the bu.sl- 
ness man becomes ascendent in the 
social miHeu we begin to see a new 
trend in educational control. Xow the 
complaint is voiced that education is 
being warped Roiarian-wisc, .. ' 

The latest book to dwell on these 
mournful aspects of our educational 
system is in many respects the best. 
U avoids both the irritating stylistic 
obscurity of Veblen's Higher Learn- 
ing in America and the doctrinaire 
coloration that mars Uptcm Sinclair's 
otherwise excellent book. The Goose 
Step. Sane and rcndaljle ihroushout, 
it presents a strong case against the 
college rule of absentee trustees, en- 
forced by despotic and over-worked 
executives. Unlike most educational 
critics ■who focus on -the present, Dr. 
KIrkpatrick is curious to find out, as 
many of us are, how we got that way. 
.So he traces the mechanism of college 
government from the beginning .when, 
with few exceptlons.lgovernlng groups 
of clergymep dictated policy, treating 
professors as mere hirelings, to the 
present day when college presidents 
enforceitbéVofders of the "man In the 
skyscraper." "Our traditional . sys- 
tem of academic oragnization," he 
says, "has invited the shifting of the 
directing power from 'Main Street to 
"\A'all .Street' and from Wall Street to 
the private office of a director of the 
House of Morgan.. The shifting pro- 
cess is well nigh completed. The 
consequences .we are now beginning 
to recognize." Dr.- KIrkpatrick looks 
hopefully for the coming of democracy 
un the .cainpus; through student re- 
volts and the advent: of democratically 
minded schoIaJ--presidents like Glenn 
Frank of Wisconsin; also through the 
few experimental colleges such as 
Antioch, i3rookwood und Common- 
wealth. 'l"o sorne degree these ven- 
tures embody Dr. Kirkputrick's idea 
educational system. 

This ideal is a president shorn of his 
monarchical power. Instead of tak- 
ing orders from abesentee trustee tiie 
erstwhile captain of erudition would 
enforce the. will of the faculty and 
students.. Dr. Meikléjoliu has char- 
acterized such an institution us u 
guild of teachers and apprentices "re- 
sponsible'' only to truth. 

We cannot • iiope, of course, to 
reach Utopia merely by letting llie 
professors run our colleges. As Dr. 
KIrkpatrick warns us in his introduc- 
tion we have just made a beglnnlnii 
of this study of education, despite the 
gallons of -printers ink' spilled daily in 
discuBslngjltr ' Pcriiaps a sociological 
study of the same ground covered by 
Dr. KIrkpatrick will show thai pio- 
fesslonal aulronomy, deslruljle though 
it is, is not enough to bring on feui-- 
Icss teaching and diligent learning. 
Other potent pressures besides tliat of 
Wall Street inake for the emascula- 
tion of teaching, for 'Instance: the 
isolated a«udem,iu utmosijhere that 
breeds Jealousy and political bicicer- 
Ing between dcpurlmcnts; tlie Infer- 
ior status of learned men in our, so- 
ciety; the inuny subtle and indirect 
in fiuonccs of wealth and privilege 011 
the academic mind. A simple panu- 
c.au. for ihose ills is not in sight. Wo 
often tend to over-simplify the ob- 
stacles to untethore.d icacl^liigl

WANTED TEACHERS 
(The Harvard Crimson 

Har\'ard University hns excellent 
equipment. ilarvanl University has 
excellent scholars. Nowhere in the 
modern world are more greater 
thinkers assembled In one body. ITet 
a Plato, an Arlstole, wandering about 
from lecture to lecture, might reflect, 
and justly, upon the absence of what, 
In ancient Greece In the days of the 
School and the Academy, was an ab- 
solute necessity for intellectual pro- 
gress;. .;. •'.. 

And though these gentlemen might, 
unf.anti'.iar with the inductive method 
Of reasoning and all that it im'pllcs, 
fall to realize what real background 
such n situation has, no one, who, 
even in the most trivial way, .it- 
tempts a ; glance , at educational con- 
ditions and the forces wiiich ' h.ave ef- 
fected ttioni can escape some con- 
ception of the causes of the status 
(luo. tVhon those who were Inter- 
ested in changing educational Insti- 
tutions in this country to make them 
more adequate as training centers for 
modern youth transfoi-mcd the class- 
ical college of the early und middle 
years of the Nlnetennth Century into 
tlie early years of this, they forced 
from his chair tlie profcssoiitfWlioShad 
spent his Kfc on u sinuilj confrhed, 
yet definite truths. With tliu ad- 
vent of natural history, modern 
languages, and the multifarious .sub- 
jects necessary to equip the modern 
youth for his complicated world a 
new lypo^ or scholar was developed. 
Til German tradition swept in with 
Us directorate, Its Teutonic philology. 
Its u,ttemî)t to grasp tho fundamen- 
tals of the inductive system. AVhorc 
on had lieeii able to deliver ancient 
and musty truths wh'cîi foUowiid 
easily and logically from geMeiii 
jnemlses, lie was now confronted 
with th necessity of building from so 
many roots, verbal and cerebral, his 
particular system. Nor could hu con- 
tinue long In a woivd of HclentlCIc 
research to be conipluceutly content 
with Ills .■<yntein. It must change 
with the advent of more knowledge. 

Ho tlio crop of pedants grow and 
keeps growing. As a i)art of a re- 
gime w^iere one must know so much 
1)erore he can dare leach, lliu twicher 
who has not covered a anfflcient ter- 
ritory In III particular realm of 
roots Is at a loss. Nor Is ho wanted 
at tt unlyers|ly, Tho degree of Doc- 
tor of iiyjIl^TOiJliy has become tCie 
only nrït'ôrlon by which one can 
easily prove his knowlcdgo of . the 
i-oot — and, thus, are modern teachers 
made. 

Few of Uiom are real leachcrs. One 
can know multiple roots and have no 
sense of podiagogy. One can he sin e 
Of Jiimself In the oral (|ulzz for a doc- 
tofutc and lack t',ie vital spark which 
makes for cpmniunlcatlon pf ideas. 
Yet some can p'ay tlirough tho grind 
of prociirlnga dpclornto and remain 
sane, Interesting. Not oven tliroo 
years, when I hey olioLild |jo broadunT 
ing their miiidij, spent In I'lHIng an 
esotcricisin in scholarship to thoIr 
mentu] decorations can coniplctoly 
dull (hcsp men. f iirthprmpre, tboy 
Hko university ' life, li. mcnn» tho 
companionship of cnllivaled mlnd.-i.

Ho much tor tho young men. AVli.at 
of the older men'/ Thr arc, widely, 
three classes of older professors al 
Harvard, those who have. been trans- 
ferred from other colleges, and those 
who are occaslona'ly brought In from 
editorships or whatnot to lecture. 
The ' first class Include such a man 
as Professor Klttred'ge. Author of 
such a masterful and Iniertcsling 
work as that on Chaucer, ho annual- 
ly blinds men to those sweoplng, 
Hwinging thoughts in Shakespeare 
which tt Bradcly can uncover iind 
which such a seeker after truth as 
Professor Kittrcdge must surely ap- 
preciate . Yet In his Eng. 2 he l;. 
content to worrj- words and pock nt j 
lines. The second has among its 
members men like .fohn Livingston 
Lowes whose "Convention and Revolt 
In Modern Poetry" is so grand an 
ii.chiovemcnt as to take Us place in 
the rank of masterpieces of literary 
critlsm, whose "Two Figures o£ 
Earth" in a recent number of the 
Yule Review Is stlmut-ating In the 
vastncss of Us concept, in tho direct 
ness of its approach. Ho spends 
classroom hours expondlng the bone'- 
fits to be derived) 'from an accurate 
aprrociatlon of Gray's u.se of tho 
comma. The third c'aas embraces 
such men as Bliss Berry, formerly 
editor of the "Atlantic," who in his 
fear of being less tho scholar for 
being more the teacher does a foren 
sic tightrope act between vitality and 
the verbal norm. None of thcuc 
three classes apparently dares give to 
the undergraduato foci' ;™ thougnt, 
for nil aippcar In constant trepidation 
lest undergraduates enjoy their lec 
tures. Nor Is this word "enjoy" 
used In any vulgar sense. No one 
avants AVlll Duranfs "Outline of Phil 
osophy" for his text book and aphor- 
isms for his lecture room diet. But 
every undergraduate, except the born 
scholar with tho abnty to see life 
through the minute details of know- 
ledge — and ho is not to be disparaged 
— comos to IInr\"urd university to bo 
taught to think, so Uiut ho may. be 
belter fitted for the. ntodern world. 

President Eliot in his Inaugural 
Address suggested that "two kinds of 
ine|> make good teachers— o'oiing men 
and men w^io nevor. grow old." There 
Is appsiretUly no better method for 
nglng a nuin prematurely than an 
over dose of modern scholarship 
Professor Klrsopp Lake In hIa course 
on the o:d Testament lias a two 
fold method of Instruction. Ho reads 
the King Jamos ■Version of the Bible 
to his students so buaulltully, so In- 
aphingly that they want to diseovor 
for thonisolvos t'.ie beauty .and tho 
Inspiration of tho work. And he de 
livers thoughtful, though provoking 
lectilroa on the content of thu Old 
Tcstniiiment.. Hu Is a great teacher. 
Though Plato and Arlsto^o might 
bulk at implied llobraism, Ihoy would 
be pleased nt Cils efforts. Why must 
his methods remain eoeontrlc? It is 
difficult for thu undorgradiinto to 
nnswor. And when hç has road the 
Outlines of Courses It Is oven mure 
so. - '

TiiPiia A series ot experiment cover- 
ing the length of the entire Upper St. 
Lawrence Klver by Dr. Barnes and his 
associates resulted in some very fine 
temperatin-e and other observations 
heinc taken. "The St, l.iiwionre is a 
rivor within a river" deolnrod the 
speaker, who then presented some 
very fine maps of the Upper St. l,,aw 
rence pccllon. The Great Glacier left 
an Ice bai-rlcr across the river just 
below Prescott with the result that the 
natm-al coiirsp of the river was di 
verted, and by the tlo-n- of the water 
itself, seeking: an outlet, and by the 
influenoc of ice- jams, the (sreat stream 
twisted and turned until it finally 
reached its outlet. 

The proper channel of the river ex- 
tends from Lake Ont-irlo down to 
Prescott. Lake Ontario never freezes, 
duo to the fact that there is always 
some current circulalinK back and 
forth and also to the wave movement 
nil the Lake. The fact that mnny 
fruits Clin be produced in the Niaparn 
Pcninsnln wliirh would oihcrwise ap- 
pear impossible on account of thl ri 
Kours of the Canadian winter, arc 
mainly Httrlbuted to the fact that 
Lake Ontario never freezes. The na- 
lur.il hc.ii i.f lliis Brent Luke Is above 
li-cezhiK iiniiil ;ind therefore Ice for- 
nuillons on Its surface cannot litst very 
long. 

If small bodies of water are stirred

The Immlprallon Policy of Canada 
was dealt with at some length b;- 
noos, of Art's 27. Several passages 
from the Immigration Act were rend 
the speaker, who plonted out the Im- 
portance of the Occupational and Pass- 
port ReRiilatlons In the Act. The now 
method of veleclinK ImnilRranls calls 
for a mental and physical examination 
at the port of embarkation, and it 
these tests prove unsatisfactory, the 
steamship companies arc ordered to 
refuse passace to these Individuals. 
.\t llnllfax and Quebec, there Is .i 
further examination in order to ser 
that no undesirable Is admitted Into 
the country. Thus the newly arrived 
Immij^nt Is a fnlrly intelligent per- 
son. According to Uoos, Canada needs 
ihree types of settlers, namely tann- 
ers, farm laborers and domestic ser- 
vants. Skilled lahoicrs are now only 
admitted when they can prove that 
they have employment open to them 
In this countr>'. 

In closing, the speaker declared that 
Canada's climatic conditions called fni 
settlers from Northern countries, since 
those latter were better a.ble to stanil 
the rlgooirs ot the Canadian winter.
